This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-20 and 25, drawn to protein, pharmaceutical and such methods of use. 

Group II, claim(s) 21-24 and 26-29, drawn to isolated deoxyribonucleic acid fragment, 
composition comprising a deoxyribonucleic acid fragment and a method of making a 
deoxyribonucleic acid fragment. 

Group III, claim 30, drawn to a method of purifying ligands. 
Group IV, claim 3 1 , drawn to a method of purifying antibodies 
Group V, claim(s) 32, drawn to antibodies. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The amino acid sequence of group I is known. (See search report of international phase.) Thus, 
these five groups are not so linked as to correspond to a single general inventive concept as a 
whole over the prior art. 

Further, PCT Rules 13.1-13.2 do not provide for multiple methods of use. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
